Two of the biggest names that 
the United States has contributed 
to modern world history are the 
names of John Hays Hammond 
and Maj.-Gen. George W. Goethals. 

Not even the great names of the 
war period can obscure the services 
which these two men rendered, in 
the years before the war, to the 
upbuilding of world civilization. 

Hammond’s work as a mining 
engineer in Africa placed his name 
beside that of Britain ’s great 
empire-builder, Cecil Rhodes. In 
the days before the South African 
War, Hammond was at one time 
under sentence of death for his ef- 
forts in behalf of the English- 
Bag inhabitants and against 
the Kruger government. His ad- 
ventures in that period form a 
story which the school boys of the 
future will read. 

The name of Goethals will be 
remembered as long as ships sail 
the seas, for it was he who opened 
to the ships of all the world the 

eat central highway of the 
‘Panama Canal, which has revolu- 
tionized the world’s carrying trade, 
and has placed the ports of Peru 
and Chile at the front door of the 
Mississippi Valley. 


NO MORE PR 


Mr. Hammond and Gen. Goethala 
were two of a number of eminent 
Americans who were lately asked 
by the United States Government 
Department of Labor to give their 
opinions as to the present Ameri- 
can business situation, particular- 
ly the question whether the pre- 
vailing high prices will continue, 
or whether business men are jus- 
tified in waiting for an era of 
lower prices before resuming the 
fullest activity. 

Their replies have a remarkable 
similarity, and are in part iden- 
tical, Mr. Hammond wrote: 

‘‘The immediate problem that 
confronts us is the resumption of 
busifiess, including particularly 
building construction, manufactur- 
ing and mining. 

‘*Business is being retarded be- 
cause we are hoping for—or fear- 
ing—lower prices. Whether these 
fears, or hopes, are to be realized, 
no one can perhaps prove by con- 
vincing argument, but above the 
maze of conflicting arguments that 
are being applied to the situation, 
one fact stands out pre-eminent: 

‘*WE CAN RETURN NEITHER 
TO PRE-WAR CONDITIONS NOR 
TO PRE-WAR PRICES.’’ 


-WAR PRICES 


‘(We should not expect or desire 
any significant reduction of wages. 
High wages bring greater purchas- 
ing power and higher standards of 
living among the wage earners, 
The economic importance ‘of the 
increased purchasing power of our 
industrial wage earners is evident 
when we recognize the fact that 
this class numbers about 8,000,000, 
and with those directly dependent 
upon them more than 30,000,000, or 
nearly one-third of the entire 
population of our country. 


‘‘From a social and political 
point of view, high wages are of 
inestimable advantage, in making 
possible a higher standard of liv- 
ing, which assures social content- 
ment, industrial peace and higher 
standards of citizenship. 


‘*When it comes to the develop- 
ment of an export trade, where 
we are to meet the competition of 
underpaid labor, we must rely on 
the superior efficiency of our wage 
earners, and success can be at- 
tained only by the earnest co- 
operation of wage earners and em- 
ployers to increase, in every way 
possible, the productivity of our 
national industries.’’ 


Gen. Goethal’s reply, in its first 
three paragraphs, was in the same 
words as Mr. Hammond’s. He 
then continued: 

‘(Every thoughtful employer of 
labor realices that the wage 
earner is entitled to proportion- 
ately more of the comforts and 
conveniences of life than fell to 
his share before the war. Every 
thoughtful buyer should realize 
that the price he pays for goods 
must be in proportion to the in- 
creased cost of labor. Also that 
labor, in the broadest sense, con- 
stitutes over 75 per cent. of the 
cost of most products of farm, 
forest, mine, factory and labora- 
tory. 

‘(The manufacturer, employer or 
individual who is selling his own 
labor, brains or product at a high 
though reasonable price should not 
expect to buy cheaply from others. 
Let us be careful, in our cry for 
lower prices, not to forget that 
permanent improvement of living 
conditions is effeeted only by in- 
creased efficiency of the forces of 
production. And experience shows 
such increase of efficiency is at 
best a slow process, a process of 
years and perhaps decades.’’
